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XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS.

No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Condition in Western Australia 
during April, May and June, 1956. 


April. 

Pressure and Wind.—In the first week of April the chart showed an anticyclonic belt off the south 
coast and a shallow depression over the tropics. Winds were mainly easterlies, of moderate strength 
in the southern half of the State but lighter and variable at times in the tropics. 


On the 10th a depression developed south-west of Cape Leeuwin, and during the next week 
moved slowly eastward, causing moderate to strong westerlies over the waters off the south coast 
and at times over the southern coastal districts. Further north winds were lighter and variable, 
but for one or two days westerlies extended over almost the whole of the State. 


After the 16th the anticyclonic belt lying along the south coast intensified again, extending over 
the whole of the State and causing easterly winds and fine weather in all divisions. A depression 
in the Bight caused south-westerly winds in southern districts on a couple of days, but its effect 
did not extend far inland. 


Rainfall—During the period towards the middle of the month when a series of southern 
depressions maintained westerlies over the southern half of the State, there were frequent showers 
in the South West division. 


The rains extended to the South East division and there were a few scattered light falls in 
the Gascoynes. However totals were well below normal in these districts, and also in most parts 
of the South West division. The exceptions were mainly in the south coastal and central coastal 
sub-divisions where some places received almost an inch above the April normal. 


In the rest of the State rainfall was negligible, except at a few places in the tropics where 
totals of half an inch or so were recorded. 


Temperature.—Until the 10th of the month temperatures were above normal, but after that 
there was a general fall and in most places they were consistently below. This was due to the 
influence of the depressions off the south coast which at first brought rain and cloud to the 
South West, and later caused a flow of cool southern maritime air over the State. 


After the depression passed away the drier air of the following anticyclone provided good con- 
ditions for radiation of heat at night, and some low night temperatures were recorded. The first 
frosts of the season were reported on the 24th, on which day screen temperatures of 32 degrees 
were recorded at Wandering and Bridgetown. The lowest temperature for the month, 31 degrees, 
was recorded at Wandering on the 29th. The highest was 108 degrees, which occurred at Hamelin 
Pool on the 1st and at Roebourne and Marble Bar on the 3rd. 


Metropolitan.—In Perth there were seven wet days, on which a total of 182 points was 
recorded. This is two points above the normal total for April, and brings the total for the year 
to 304 points, or 29 points below the normal for the first four months. 


The average temperature was about two degrees below normal. The highest for the month 
was 81-9 degrees, (5-6 degrees above normal) on the 9th, and the lowest 46-1 degrees, (11-2 
degrees below normal) on the 26th. 


Winds in Perth were easterlies except between the 9th and the 15th when westerlies prevailed. 
The highest for the month, 58 m.p.h. from the north-west, was registered on the 11th, and on the 
13th winds again reached 54 m.p.h. from the west. The West Coast Highway at City Beach was 
undermined for the first time this year during this period. 


May. 

Pressure and Wind.—At the beginning of the month a tropical depression which came from 
the vincinity of Cocos Island was centred about 500 miles northwest of Carnarvon. It moved 
eastward and north-eastward during the next few days, and finally dissipated over the Kimberleys. 
The rest of the state during this period was under the influence of a shallow low pressure trough, 
and winds throughout the state were mainly easterlies. 


At about the same time as the tropical depression started to fade out over the Kimberleys, 
a southern low developed southwest of Cape Leeuwin. By the 6th it was centred south of the 
Cape, causing westerly gales in the southern districts and westerlies of varying strength over the 
whole of the state. During the next few days this system moved away eastward, but the follow- 
ing anticyclone was short lived, and by the 12th another low pressure centre was developing west 
of Leeuwin. 


This sequence of southern depressions and anticylones continued for the rest of the month, 
winds being mainly westerly in the southern districts, light variables and calms in the central 
districts, and light easterlies in the tropics. On several occasions the westerlies in southern districts 
increased to gale force, and there were reports of tornadic squalls from several centres. 
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Rainfall—Early in the month the tropical depression brought varying falls to the Kimber- 
ley, De Gray and Fortescue divisions. In the Kimberleys all centres received more than their 
normal total for May, but in the other two divisions about 50 per cent. of the station sfailed to 
record a surplus, and at Ethel Creek only ten points were received. No rain was reported in the 
tropics after the first week. 


The northern sub-tropics received some rain from the southern depressions, but in these 
divisions most stations recorded totals below the April normal. On the other hand a good per- 
centage of them received a surplus. 


In the Southwest division totals were almost uniformly above normal, and some of them 
were double the May normal. The highest reported was 1325 at Pemberton. In the wheat belt 
many farmers regard the conditions as one of the best seasons on record as far as opening rains 
are concerned. 


The South-eastern division received scattered light showers frequently, and fairly general 
rains on three occasions. Totals at most places were above normal, but there were deficiencies 
at about 25 per cent. of the reporting stations. In the North-eastern and Eucla divisions totals were 
below normal, except at Warburton Range which recorded 112 points of rain. 


Temperatures.—In the first three days temperatures were above normal, but in the remainder 
of the month they were below almost throughout the state. The highest recorded during the 
month was 98 degrees at Wyndham on the 15th, and this centre registered the highest in the 
state on 25 days. 


Towards the end of the month when anticylonic conditions became established there were 
widespread frosts in the southern half of the state. The lowest temperatures for the month 
occured during this period, the minimum being 29 degrees at Southern Cross on the 30th and 
27 degrees at Corrigin on the 31st. 


Metropolitan.—Temperatures in Perth were below normal on all but five days, the highest 
being 72-3 degrees (3-3 degrees above normal) on the 3rd and the lowest 40-6 degrees (12-6 
degrees below normal) on the 30th. The mean maximum, 65-7, equalled the lowest on record for 
May. 

Rain fell on 20 days, and totalled 959 points, which is 4} inches above the normal for May. 


This brings the total for the first five months to 1263 points, 44 inches above the normal for the 
same period. 


There were gales on several occasions, and wind exceeded 50 m.p.h. on six days, the highest 
being 68 m.p.h. from the W.N.W. on the 5th. A speed of 67 m.p.h. was reached again on the 
14th. 


Rough seas damaged beach fronts on several occasions, and during the month about 30 pine 
trees at South Fremantle were undermined and swept out to sea, shelter sheds were wrecked 
and the West Coast Highway was eroded at City Beach. 


On the night of the 28th a tornado cut a swathe two chains wide through heavy timber, 
wrecked four houses at Gosnells and a car was crushed by a tree falling across it. At the Bureau, 
wind at the time was 8 m.p.h. from the northwest. 


June. 


Pressure and Wind.—In the first week or so of June an anticylconic belt over the southern 
part of the State was the main influence on the weather. Winds were mainly easterlies, but at times 
there were westerlies in south coastal districts. 


On the 8th a complex low pressure system developed off the west coast and by the 9th an 
intense depression was centred south of Cape Leeuwin and westerly gales were extending across 
the State. They gradually moderated and contracted southward as an anticyclone extended 
eastward through Carnarvon and winds in the tropics backed again to easterlies. 


The westerlies prevailed in the southern half of the State for about a week and then from 
the 16th to the 25th the anticyclonic belt again became the main factor controlling the weather 
over the State, and winds throughout were easterlies. 


On the 24th another depression developed near Cape Leeuwin, and on the 25th it was centred 
south of Esperance and winds over the western half of the State had backed to westerlies. By the 
27th the westerlies prevailed over most of the State and a vigorous cold front was extending 
over the South Western division. 


By the end of the month the depression had moved away to the South East, and weather 
over the State was again controlled by an anticyclone centred east of Kalgoorlie. A depression 
was again developing off the west coast and winds in the South West division were backing 
northerly. 


The westerly gales caused the damage to trees, power lines, houses etc., and with the accom- 
panying high seas damaged beach fronts, groynes and small boats. Surf club premises were 
broken up and the West Coast Highway again uxdermined at City Beach. At Yanchep a 
£4000 crayboat was completely smashed up, while another £2000 one was thrown up on the 
beach in a damaged condition. 


At Mandurah the estuary flooded over camping areas, hundreds of acres were covered by 
about three feet of water and some houses were flooded. At Fremantle the sea swept over a road- 
way round the harbour. 


Rainfall—Early in the month there were scattered light falls in the Gascoynes, the North 
Eastern and South Eastern divisions, and near the south coast, but there were no general rains 
until the 9th. During the following week most places in the State recorded moderate to heavy falls, 
the only divisions which missed the rain being the North and East Kimberley and the inland 
parts of the Fortescue and Gascoynes. 


From the 16th to the 24th there was little or no rain outside coastal districts, but on the 25th 
and 26th light to moderate falls were again received almost throughout the State. On the 26th 
there were widespread reports of snow in the South Western division, the most northerly report 
being from Cadoux, and the most easterly from Bruce Rock. Snow was also reported from Salmon 
Gums in the South Eastern division. The heaviest falls were near the Stirling Range, and in 
some paddocks near the foot of the range snow was six to eight inches deep. It was one of the 
most extensive snow falls on record in Western Australia. 


After the 26th there were scattered falls in the southern half of the State. Most of them 
were light, but on the night of the 29th a thunderstorm brought heavy rain in a 20 mile strip, 
and caused severe flooding in the Murray district. Roads were washed away, farm houses isolated, 
and stock marooned. Dent’s Bridge at East Coolup collapsed, and at West Coolup only the 
tops of orange trees were visible in one orchard. 


Temperature.—On the whole temperatures were below normal. The highest was 94 degrees 
at Kalumburu on the 13th and 14th, and the lowest 24 degrees at Mundiwindi on the 24th. 
Temperatures of freezing point or below were recorded on eighteen days, and there were wide- 
spread frosts in the first week and again between the 20th and the end of the month. 


On the 26th day temperatures were unusually low, many places reporting a maximum of 
45 degrees. This was the day on which widespread hail and snow were reported in the wake of 
@ vigorous cold front. 


Metropolitan.—In Perth temperatures were below normal on all but five days. The highest 
was 68-1 degrees (3-7 degrees above normal) on the 30th, and the lowest 39-4 degrees (10-3 
degrees below normal) on the 26th. On the same day the maximum temperature of 47-8 degrees 
at 2-15 a.m. was the lowest on record and 1-7 degrees below the normal June minimum. 


There were severe gales early in the month and less severe ones again towards the end of it. 


Wind speed exceeded 45 m.p.h. on five days, and reached a peak of 74 m.p.h. from the W.N.W. 
on the llth. Shipping at Fremantle was delayed, nurseries and market gardens damaged. 


Weather was finer than usual for June, only 50 per cent. of the days being wet. The total rain- 
fall, 758 points, was 33 points above the normal, and brings the total rain for the first six months 
of the year to a little over 20 inches, or about 4} inches above the normal for this period.
